money to purchase it with. The wants 
of the people are just as they were ten 
yedrs ago when there was plenty of 
money to be obtained to gratify them. 
Now starvation looks one half of the

THE NEWS FROM THE BAIEANS. 


A Battle in Progress—Monitenegrin 
Movemenuts—Cfhe Relations of Ser- 
via and KRoumania. 

MANCHESTER, August 3$1.—The Guars 
dian receiveda telegram this afternoon 
stuting that the expected battle along 
the line of the Lom from Agahasla to 
Torlak, commenced yesterday and 
continued all day. Mehamet Ali Pasha 
commanded the Turks in person, and 
attacked the Russians at three points, 
So far the Turks are successful, 
CoNsSTANTINOPLE, August 31.—A tel- 
egram from Shumla announces thata 
column ‘of Sulieman Pasha has ad- 
vanced from E:ki Djuma and crossed 
the river Lom, near Ayashlar, driving 
back the Russians, who, after a short 
resistance, retreated from the river. 

Nedjeb Pasha has advanced from 
Rasgrad toward Torlak, repulsing the 
Kussians and capturing two guns. A 
great battle is believed to be iim minent. 
The Turks are assuming the offensive 
along the whole line. 

Redis Pasha having rc fused to attend 
the military council for trial, it has 
been decided to bring him before the 
council by force, 

It is reported that “afvet Pasha has 
refused to accept a portfolio. 

Lonpbon, August 31.—A dispatch to 
the Times trom Ostrok, dated August 
30th, says the Montenegrin camp was 
moved to-day to the plain between 
Nicsics and Pluga pass, in consequence 
of an attempt to relieve the city from 
Gatches being apprehended. 

Lonpon, August 31.—The Daily 
News’ correspondent telegraphing from 
Schipka pass, August 25, accounts for 
the Russian attempt to capture the re- 
doubt which the Turks constructed so 
as to sweep the road in the Russian 
rear. This redoubt is still untaken,and 
constitutes a great danger tothe Kus- 
sians, as it gives the Turks possession 
of a ridge running parallel to the one 
up which the road winds 1,500 distant. 
The redoubt infilades the road in several 
places, and the Turkish infantry, by 
exteuding along this ridge, which is 
thickly wooded, can practically render 
the road impassable. The Russian po- 
sition still remains most critical in spite 
of the reinforcements. Gen. Ra- 
detzky indeed informed the 
commander of Gobrova the 
day afther his arrival that 
he had better warn the imhabitants to 
tly at amoment’s notice. The Russians 
advanced under cover of trees too smal! 
to afford good shelter. In a short time 
they reached within fiftv yards of the 
redoub!, Here they found that the 
Turks had cut down trees around the 
redoubt, making an abattis,over which 
it was almost impossible to pass. They 
gathered around the edge and sudden- 
ly made a rush for it; but were driven 
back with fearful loss; soidiers became 
entangled in masses of brushwood and 
trunks and limbs of trees, over which 
they were obliged to scramble, while 
the Turks poured in terribie fire upon 
them at this short distance; it mowed 
them down like’ grass. Of the 
first assault against the _‘re- 
doubt, in which one company 
was engaged, very few got back to 
tell the tale.

The designers 
and chief Jaborers are foreigners; but 
he also employs a large number of 
bands who are gradually becoming 
skillful, and will, no doubt, soon be 
able to take the best positions. Mr. 
Jennings commenced about 1865 man- 
ufacturing hair nets in Jersey, and his 
present extensive establishment was 


. first occupied in 1871.

The convention was called to order 
by Mr. President JENKINS pursuant 
to adjourrmfment. 

Piayer was cCifered by the Rey. 
GeorGe F, Cooper, a delegate to the 
convention from the county ef Sumter. 

The j,urnal of yesterday was read 
and approved. 

Messrs. TUGGLE and GARTRELL 
gave notice that they would move to 
reconsider certain portions of the jour~ 
nal of yesterday. 

RECONSIDERATIONS. 


Mr. TUGGLE moved to reconsider 
so much uf the journal of yesterday as 
relates to the action of the convention in 
«.dopting the substitute by Mr. WaRREN 
of Chatham, for the first paragraph of 
section second of the report upon the 
‘‘power of the general assembiy over 
taxation.” 

[The speeches of Messrs. TuGcG es, 
WakRkKEN, Cooper, Toomus, Matuxws 
and SewarpD are published separately 
in this appendix, as revised, and with 
proper relerpinces.] 

Mr. GARTRELL, 
vious question. 

The previous question was put and

from time to time, to reguiate freight and pas- 
senger tariffs, to prohibit unjust discriminations 
ou the various railroads of this state, and to 
prohibit said roads from Charging other than 
just and reasonable rates, and enforce the same 
by adequate penalties.”’ 

Mr. TRAMMELL took the chair at 
the request of the PRESIDENT.

forthe same causes, as the state may now do 
for violations of law. 


Mr. GARTRELL. I voted against 
the motion made yesterday to lay this 
paragraph on the table. I wanted to 
hear the reasons of the gentleman from 
Wilkes | Mr. Toomss|{rom putting it in 
here. Those reasons were not sati -fac- 
tory tome. I think the law as it now 
exists is ample. It will be observed 
that this paragraph applies not only to 
charters of railroads, but to all other 
charters. | think it would be 
a fruitful subject of much un- 
necessary legislation. It would give 
rise to litigation, to blackmailin 
aud corruption on the part of bad 
men. I think .it would unnecessarily 
hazard corporations in this state. 

Mr. WILLIS. I offer this amend- 
men!: Tostrike out down to the word 
“inetitute,” and insert the following:

Nor alter, or amend the same, or 
passany other general or special jaw ior ihe 
benefit of ssid corporation, except upon the 
condition that such corporation shal! hereafter 
hold its charter subject to the provisions of this 
constitution, and every amendment of any 
charter, of any corporation in this state, or any 
special law for its benefit, accepted by them, 
shell cperate asa novation Of said charter, and 
shall bring the same under the proyisions of this 
constitution. 


Mr. TOOMBS. The object of this 
clause is this: There are twenty mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of railroad prup- 
erty in this state exempt from taxativun. 
The companies haye had this exemp- 
tion for forty years and it is time they 
should surrender it. They should be 
made to do so before they are allowed 
any amendment to their charters or 
laws for their benefit. I say that un- 
luss they surrender this unjust privi- 
lege, they should not be granted any 
others. It they ask for 
iurther legislation, they should 
be made to come under the provisions 
of this constitution and lay themselves 
open to taxation the same as any other 
corporation, Why should they have 
this privilege longer than forty years ? 
Do you want it to g2, on until it 
amounts to perpetuity? You can 
never reach this property in any otter 
way thanms here proposed. A number 
of the states say to their corporations 
Similarly situated, we renew this 
power and I will not legislate for you 
until you pat yourselves under the pro- 
visions of the constitntion as others 
do. Itis just to the people to make 
them do so. This property ought to 
be reached and the only wey 
iu which we caa do it is to tell the c pr- 
porations that we will not give them 
any law, special or general, until they 
put themselves ander this constitution 
and submit their property to taxation. 

Mr. BROWN. I think this is a very 
dangerous section, and one that ought 
to be stricken out. I differ with the 
gentleman from Wilkes [ Mr. Toomns], 
when he says this would be just deal- 
ing with the corporations. What are 
those exemptions, Mr. President? I 
do not say | would be willing to give 
them those exemptions if this were a 
new question. But, how did these 
companies come to have these 
privileges, and is it just to now take 
them away? It is well known that 
when the Georgia railroad was built it 
was an experiment in this country, and 
the chances were that it would not pay 
a cent upon the investment. The state 
of Georgia then said to the incopora- 
tors, if you put your money into the 
enterprise and build that road, and de- 
velope the resourves of the state, you 
shall never be taxed, except a certain 
amount upon your income, ‘That is 
the solemn contract which we made 
and now the gentleman from Wilkes 
| Mr. Toomns,] says it would be just to 
turn against them and not stand up to 
that contract. 

Mr. TOOMBS. I say, too, that [ 
could not touch that contract—the peo- 
ple, the legislature, this convention 
can’t touch it, but we can say that they 
shall not have any more jegislation 
until they come under the provisions 
ot this constitution. 

Mr. BROWN. He don’t propose to 
take it away from them directly, be- 
caure-he has not the power. That is 
the only reason he gives for not tearing 
up the contract which he admits was 
honestly and fairly a contract, but he 
proposes to extort from them what he 
cannot get in the ccurts. What would 
be the effect of this measure. There 
are many places along the lines of 
these roads where the _ people 
want branch roads built out into the 
country to develop surrounding sec- 
tions of country, but the railroads un- 
der the provision could not aid them 
without giving up their charters. The 
gentleman from Wilkes [ Mr.. Toomss | 
talks tu us for three days about monop 
olies, and perpetuites,, and spoliation, 
and all that, or aiding branch roads. 
]1 want to see these branch roads built 
to develop the resources of the country. 
1 do not want to extort from the roads 
any of their rights or their contracts. 
I am not here to defend any monopoly, 
but I want to put it in the power 
ol these roads to aid the people who 
are struggling to reach an outlet for 
their productions. This measure would 
tend to break down every branch road 
projected and attempted to be built in 
this state, unless the people have 
money enough to build the roads them- 
selves. Therefore | hope the section 
will be stricken out. 

Mr. REESE, of Wilkes, At the re- 
quest of my colleague [Mr. Toomns| | 
call attention to an error—an error of 
printing. There isa period after “ex- 
isting.” It ought not to be there, 
but there should be a comma in its 
place. 

The PRESIDENT. There being no 
objection, the SuckeTary will make the 
correction. 

Mr. GARTRELL. I move to lay the 
paragraph on the table. 

The motion was lost—ayes, 51 ; nays,

Mr. HAMMOND, of Fulton, offered 
the following proviso: 

‘ Provided. this shail not apply to laws al- 
lowing them to take stock in railroads couuect- 
lug any railroads now existing.” 

The instance I had in my mind was 
this: We have been trying for some 
time to get the Georgia railroad to take 
stock in the Georgia Western road.

voustiluce a fund; first, for the payment of its 
debts, and then for equal distribution among 
its members according to their several interests. 

Mr. HAMMON)), of Fulton. I move 
to amend the paragraph, as follows: 
by adding to the first sentence the 
words “in such manner, however, that 
no injustice shall be done to the corpo- 
rators.” That isall Lask todo. I take 
it from the action of the convention 
that it simply wants to adjust the rela 
tions between corporations and the 
people upon a fair basis. If that is the 
purpose it ought to be adopted. It it ig 
to prevent future corporate powers in 
‘(Georgia then it ought to stand.

POLITICS 1N THE NEXT CONGRESS. 
The forty-tfifth congress will assemble 

in October. This, its first session, wil 
probably be a lengthy one, and inter- 
spersed with considerable political talk. 
We suppose that many  oratorical 
members have their minds well stored 
with ideas which they propose to de- 
liver theffselves of in well-turned sen- 
tences for the delectation of their asso. 
ciates, and the assembled multitude oi 
the galleries. While an equally large 
number of the greater and more modest 
class of members bave prepared vol- 
uminous manuscripts, which they will 
ask “permission to print.” 

It would be useless to attempt to 
prevent all this, and yet we will be al- 
lowed, we presume, to offera few words 
of caution. There bas been no 
opportunity since the fourth of March 
—except a few days in the senate—for 
any expression in Congress upon the 
unlooked~for termination of the presi- 
dential contest. 

This will, we imagine, be a fruitful 
topie for discussion— not only during 
the coming session, but during each 
session of congress uutil after the next 
general election. Upon this subject 
we hope our southern mem bers will not 
go too far. While their action in refer- 
ence to the appointment of the electore] 
commission, and their votes to sustain 
its unjust anu partisan decisions, may 
have been wise, and postibly the best 
course for the interest of the south— 
and indeed for the whole country, if,as 
many believe, anarchy and 
bloodshed were prevented there 
by, ye, it is certainly 


y)

true that the acquiescence of the peo- | 


ple in the result of this action, is solely 
on the ground that it was possibly the 
least of the two very great evils. While 
they are willing in tbis view to tolerate 
Mr. Hayes,and do not desire to indulge 
in any unnecessary and uncalled for 
abuses or to act unworthily by casting 
obstacles in the way of his administra- 
tion, they are not willing, either by 
themselves or through their represen- 
tatives, to indulge in any very exten- 
sive laudation of the president for those 
acts of his,which, while they may have 
benefitted the country, were absolutely 
necessary in his own interest. 

The withdrawal of the military from 
the states of Louisiana and South 
Carolina, leaving the rightfully elected 
governors of _ those states free 
to assume and discharge theiz duties 
under the law were acts which have 
been generally approved. 

It 1s his action in this respect that 
renders tolerable to the southern peo- 
ple the present administration. For 
the present improved political condition 
of these states we are grateful, and as 
Mr. Hayes was the medium through 
which the blessing. came, he should 
have all proper credit therefor. 

It is undeniable, however, that this 
“southern policy” of the president was 
the result, not of his own inclinations, 
but was rendered: necessary by the 
temper of the peopie at the time. The 
country was tired of military interven 
tion in the affairs of the states—it had 
been spoken from the stump—news-~ 
papers of both parties all over the land 
had proclaimed it—and the voice 
of the people in the then very 
recent election had. announced it in 
thunder tones. Even RKutberford ‘B. 
Hayes cuuld hear it; Federal bayonets 
were necessary to support Packard 
and Chamberlain, and holding his own 
office by (at the best) a technical title, 
Mr. Hayes did not dare to run counter 
to the current of popular feeling and use 
them. His own supporters explain and 
apologize for this action on the part of 
the president to republican meetings 
north, upon the ground that “he was 
compelled to do it.”’ 

Mr. Hayes may have done other 
good things,and for all that he has 
done we are willing that he shail have 
his just measure of praise—but we are 
not willing, as yet, to fall down and 
worship him for these acts of his, 
especially: as they were brought 
about—as we belieye ~in the manner 
we have indicated. 

And unless we mistake the feelings 
of our people, particularly unwelcome 
to them will be any very considerable 
selt-gloritication by those of our inem- 
bers who took part therein, over the 
reries of mistaken acts and unfortunate 
events which culminated in 
the insuguration of Ilayes. 
Wisdom upon the part of our con- 
gressmen will be evidenced we think 
by the degree of restraint they put 
upoa themselves in this respect. 


A GREAT FORGERY. 

New York is sorely puzzled over a great 
forgery that has just taken placeino that 
c.ty. The facts of the case are these: A 
check ter $64,000 was drawo at the 
Union Trust bank, by the New York 
Life insurance company. The parties 
holding the check did not present it 
for payment, but merely to have it 
certified as a genuine check. The 
cashier of the bank certified its char- 
acter on its face, and the check was 
taken off and negotiated. When it 
transpired that the check was a forgery 
the insurance company, whose name 
. was forged, remained «uiet, saying that 
the loss would fall on the bank that 
had certified it. The mitter cemained 
undecided for some: time, until the 
company made formal demand for the 
364.000 that it had deposited with the 
bank, and against which the forged 
check wasdrawn. The bank refused to 
pay, saying that there existed doubts as 
to whether the bank was really a for- 
very, and, if so, whether it had not 
been forged with the complicity of the 
actuary of the company, Mr. B ers. 

Mr. Beers then went to work to dis- 
prove his complicity in the work. He 
succeeded in proving that the check 
had been forged by one Mr. Gesner, a 
noted forger, but failed to explain how 
certain informatiop concerning the 
company’s bank account, which was 
necessary to the forgery, got to Gesner’s 
ears. He claims to have discovered, 
however, that a number of detectives, 
working in the interest of the Union 
Trust bank, have deliberately made a 
conspiracy through which to prove that 
he was privy to the fergery. Of course 
it is to the interest of the bank to es- 
tablish that Beers was in with the for- 
gers. They canin this way shift the 
responsibility incurred by guaranteeing 
the check, from their shoulders. A 
dozen different detective agencies were 
at work upon the matter, and some 
rich disclosures are promised very soon 
Our readers shall be promptly advised. 


THE JOAB BUSINESS. 

Alluding to the ratification of the 
new constitution, the Macon Telegraph 
aptly says:

THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

The official statement of the receipts 
and expenditures of the United States 
treasnry for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1877, has just bean published. The 
table shows that the receipts from cus- 
toms between June 30, 1876, and June 
30, 1877, were $130,956,493 07, internal 
revenue $118,630,407 83, public lands 
$976,253 68, from miscellaneous sources 
$18,437,432 04--:0aki: g the total rev- 
enue for the period named $269 000,- 
586 62. 

The expenditures during the same 
period were: Civil and miscellaneous 
?56,252,066 60, war department $37,- 
082,735 00, navy department $14 959.- 
935 36, interior department—Indians 
and pensions — $33 240,759 4, interest 
on public: ebt $97,124,511 58 —the totay 
amount expended ior the year being 
$258,660,008 95. The exhibit thus 
given shows that the receipts over ex- 
penditures were $30,334.575 39. 

Over thirty millions of surplus reve. 
nue for the fiscal year 1877, taking into 
consideration the marked decline in 
the receipts from customs, is a good 
showing. But good as it is the surs 
plus might have been much larger if 
the senate nad not so persistently re- 
sisted the efforts of the house to res 
duce expenses. The house succeeded, 
however, in cutting down the appro- 
priations some twenty millions of dol- 
lars, the results of which we find in 
the surplus we have just recorded. Of 
the twenty millions lopped off by 
the house, and reluctantly 
assented to by the senate,the reduction 
in the civil and miscellaneous list was 
over $10,700,000. The navy depart- 
ment expenses were reduced $4,000,000; 
those of the war department $1,000,000, 
and for Indians some $70,000. The sum 
paid out for pensions during the fiscal 
vear of 1877 was about $300,000 less 
than in 1876, and there was over $3,- 
000,000 less interest paid on the public 
debt. The economies thus practiced 
have in no way affected the efficiency 
of the public service. They. simply 
caused the weeding out of the multi- 
tude of idle hangers on with which the 
service was encumbered, and led to the 
stopping of leaks through which large 
sums of money were annually wasted. 
It was a good beginning of a good work 
which has yet to be completed, ‘The 
lavish extravagance of former congress- 
es will not longer be tolerated by public 
sentiment, and as experts assert that a 
further reduction of ten millions annu~ 
ally can Le made in federal expendi~ 
tures, not only without injury to any 
department but to the benefit of all, it 
remains for congress when it next as- 
sembled to take the pruning knife in 
hatid again, and, to use a horticultural 
illustration, cut out resolutely all 
‘‘water shoots,” these being the branch- 
es that exhaust the sap of the tree but 
bear no fruit.

Our exchanges and correspondents 
for the past few days, report the prev- 
alerce of a disastrous drought in most 
parts of the state. Bad stands of turnips 
have generally beeu obtained, and in 
some localities rust has attacked the 
cotton, but it is now too late for this to 
do any material damage, besides it is 
by no means general. We are having 
a protracted drought here, which is 
seriously affectin; our turnip and pea 
crops. Those who have the advan- 
teges of irrigation, are placed in a 
much more favorable position in such 
emergencies as the present. Mr.J. M. C. 
Reed, of this couaty, informs us, that 
between the sweet potato rows ona 
piece of ground prepared for irrigation 
(an account of which was given in these 
some time since), he 
bas planted Irish potatoes, 
which he _ has furnished all 
during the dry weather, at trifling ex- 
pense and trouble, with an abundance 
of water. ‘They are now showing the 
remarkable benefits of irrigation in 
their luxuriant growth. On a turnip 
patch, also which he irrigates, a per- 
fect stand has been secured, and the 
turnips are thrify and growing rapidly, 
while in other places which have not 
this facilitv, the stand is very imper- 
fect and the crop languishing. but it 
is rarely the case when the latter par 
of August is dry, that we do not have 
a wet September. Therefore we advise 
the extensive planting of turnips now 
—flat dutch and red top—to catch the 
coming seasons, which we will proba- 
bly have, and to supplement the deti- 
c ency from drought of previous plant 
ings. Let the oats be put in, too, with- 
out stint.

A DOG IAX., 

We are gratified lo see that provis~ 
ion was made by the constitutional 
conyention, in the article on finance 
and taxation, for imposing a tax ou 
dogs. The difficulty heretofure has 
been that the present constitution re- 
quires taxation on all species of prop- 
erty to be ad valorem. It 18 true that 
dogs are not regarded or returned as 
property, but. in order to tax them 
they would have to be declared prop- 
erty, and if so returned could only be 
taxed as other property in proportion 
to their value. Such a system of tax- 
ation tor dogs would have amounted 
practically to nothing. The new con- 
stitution, however, while it retains the 
same clause, adds the fullowing: “Ibe 
yeneral assembly may, however, im- 
pose a (ax upon such domestic animals 
as, from their nature and habits, are 
destructive of other property.” 


We may therefore expect the next 
legislature toenact a law placing a 
special tax on all dogs in the state. 


When this isdone we may confidently 
look for sheep husbandry in this 
state to flourish as never before, and 
wco. and mutton will become impor- 
tant and leading products in some sec- 
tions. The passage ofsuch alaw will 
certainly give a decided impe‘us to the 
raising of sheep, by which the agricul. 
tural interests will be greatly promoted. 
So, get ready then your flock ot sheep 
to enter with zeal and energy into the 
business.

Agricultural Editor Constitution: 1 
find two errors in my last article which 
should be promptly corrected. The 
first is as to the amount of oil produced 
from one hundred and eighty bushels 
of crude seed. I made the calculation 
througb inadvertenc: upon the basis of 
three hundred and sixty bushels of 
seed, the capacity of tne large mill, 
which would be two hundred and 
seventy galionsof oil per diem, but the 
small mill having half the capacity, 
would be only one hundred and thirty- 
five gallons. In the same way, by a 
similar inadverterce, I calculated the 
smail mill at $14 350; wheu it should 
have been only $10750. So put the 
two mistakes together, they do not 
change the cost of production as stated 
in my lastarticle, namely, that if al! the 
oil is extracted, the capacity of a mill 
that costs $14,350 will be two hundred 
and seventy gallons of oil and 3,240 
pouads of oil cake. Should the oil not 
be all extracted, or the seed be poor, 
the amount of cil would be less than 
this, but the oil not extracted would 
add that much more to the oil cake, 
and the production in dollars and cents 
would be nearly the same.

COTTON SEED OIL MILLS, 


Agricultural Editor Constitu ion: Dr 
Penaleton, in his last communication 
or cotton seed oil milis, says: “Now a 
miil that will work up 180 bushels of 
cotton seed in twelve hours would 
manufacture in one day 270 gallons of 
oil and produce 3,240 pounds of oil 
cake.”” He then goes into a calculation 
of how much this would bring in the 
mai ket,and makes the amount $164 70, 
which woula be a little over Vl cents 
per bushel for the raw cotton seed. I 
don’tlike to distrust the doctor’s fig- 
uree,but | would modestly suggest that 
180 bushels of cotton’ seed will 
only produce about 105 gal- 
loos §=—s«f—Ssiéil. 3=— The =beat pros 
cess that I know anything 
about, is capable of producing but 35 
gallons of oi from e ton of seed,which 
is but little more than a half galion of 
oil from one bushel of seed, whereas 


| the doctor’s process would produce one 


and a half gailons of oil from each 
bushel. I thiuk if it can be demon- 
strated that a bushel of cotton seed 
worth 20 cents for manure, will pro- 
duce 1} gallons of oil, worth 40 cents 


per gallon, and then leave oil crke 
equally as valuable for manure as the 
raw seed, that it would uot be long be- 
fore a cotton seed oil mili 
would rise at every neighborhood gin 
house. A few years since, I visited 
the Memphis cotton seed oil works, pre- 
sided over by T.A. Nelson, and entered 
into a minute inquiry of the entire cost 
of the whole process of extracting the 
oil from cotton seed, and | came to the 
cor clusion that the great difticulty in 
making a mill a fina.cial success in 
Georgia, would be in the scarcity and 
high preee of the seed. In the West, 
co ton seed are a drug, and more are 
offered for delivery at nine dollars per 
ton thau the mills can use. Here we 
could not get them delivered for twelve 
dollars. Ishall not say any more to 
discodrage the starting of a mill here, 
except to advise parties who contem- 
plate it, to inquire into the cause of the 
failure of other mills that have been 
started in the inte: ior—away from the 
Mississippi vallev, scrutinize the fig- 
ures and they will find that 270 gallons 
of oil trom 180 bushels of seed is an 
extravagant expectation.

AUTUMN CROPS, 
Southern Cultivator. 

If overcome by the heat or lulled into 
activity by the comparative idleness of 
August, the farmer must now summon 
new energy, and kindle again the fires 
of zeal. He has linked his material 
destiny with the eternal movements of 
nature, where apparent rest does not 
mean stagnation, but preparation for 
-nereased activity—and now the “latter 
rains’ and the autmnal dews and the 
sun withdrawing his fiercest heat, all 
invite him to clothe his fields anew 
with the green garb of oats and barley, 
and rye and grass and clover and lu- 
cerne, and vetches and wheat. Con- 
tinued, unceasing growth upon a sgoil,is 
Natures method of guarding against 
waste through leaching and evapora- 
tion—the plan absorbing and holding 
that which water would have carried to 
the sea, or which .evaporization would 
have thrown iato the general atmos~ 
phere which envelojs the earth. 
Leaching is great! y promoted by the co- 
pious and continued rains of win- 
ter and spring, hence the greater neces- 
sity for winter crops to counteract it. 
but this is not all—if one crop a year 
on a piece of land pays a certain profit, 
why may not two crops annually on 
the same land pay twige that profit? 
But it may be asked, does not the svil 
need rest? Yes, where injudicious 
cropping (without rotation) or inces- 
sant drafts upon it, without restitution, 
bave prevailed , but never, when the 
reverse is true, and when judicious ro~ 
tation and regular feeding has been 
practiced. We may rest assured that 
the earh will never fail under any 
circumstances to respond, to good, ven- 
erous treatment. 

But to the autumn crops. Oats, 
clover, rye and barley grazing lots, 
and the grasses should be ers Pe n 
this month. The early part of October 
would answer in most parts of the 
south if there was Certainty of rain to 
briug up seed as soon as sown. But 
there is the rub—the seed may not 
come np for weeks after they are put 
in the ground and the plants not be 
able toestablish themselves before coid 
weather sets in. In the cooler portions 
of the south, it is wise therctore to be 
giu seeding down the latter part oi 
August if rains occur, and to take 
every chance through September. Thin 
lands should be sown first, as the 
yrowth upon them is not apt to be too 
far edvanced before it is checked by 
cold. On very rich land there is dan- 
ger of sowing too soon (especially 
oats) with the consequent necessity vo 
having (o resort to grazing, to counter 
act too advanced growth, 


THE FORMS OF PHOSPHORIC 
ACID AVAILABLE AS PLANT 
FOOD

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Convention : —I have on several previ 
ous occasions presented to this body 
certain views aod results of experi. 
ments relative to a pruposed method 
of c nverting phosphate xf lime—per- 
haps the most important ingredient of 
all manures and fertilizers—from the 
insoluble and inert form in which 1t is 
naturally availible for agricultural uses 
on a large scale, to another, more solu-~ 
ble and readily assimalable form. 
Three years ago—at the Columbus 
meeting—the character and importance 
of this method were first indicated. At 
about the same time, the then pre3™ 
dent of the state college of agriculture, 
Prof. W. LeRoy Rroun, in the annual 
report of the college, wrote as fuilows 
with refereuce to the question: “Very 
careiul experiments wiil be undertaken 
to determine the increased solubility of 
ground bone phosphate, by composting 
it with stable manure and with cottou 
seed. These experiments will tend to 
the solution of a question oi great eco- 
nomic interest to the entire south, it 
being this: Will bone phosphate, 
grouud sutticiently tine, be so decom- 
posed and rendered solub!e in the wa 
ters of the suil by the action of stable 
manure and cotton seed, or by either, 
as to answer all the purposes of south 
ern agriculture? The college of agri- 
culture has proposed this problem for 
solution, and will endeavor to svive it.” 
It is in consequence Of work done in 
the solution of this problem, that I am 
before vou to-day. I need not now re- 
peat all that has previously been said 
by me and by others relative to this 
problem —its nature or ils importance. 
[ simply refer to the proceedings of the 
Ssprivg meetings for 1874 76 and ’76 for 
infurmation on these points. I have 
now the honor to lay before you a com- 
plete and final report upentbhe work 
done at the laboratory of 
the state college of agriculture 
in the inyestigation of this subject. 
With reference to the work I[ bey to 
say that it has extended over a period 
of three years, that it has been per- 
turmed with great care and with every 
precaution to guard ayainst error, and 
the exiermination of any errors which 
it may contain, or false couclusions t» 
which it may give rise—that it has 
been attended with troubles and difti 
culties, of which, those unacquainted 
with the difficulties of evena simple 
chemical analysis, can have no ade- 
quate conception. For example, the 
Initial oOperation—upou which the 
credibility of the entire work rested— 
‘f oblainmng lair, ayerage samples of 
the mixed composts (as of phosphate 
flour and green cotton seed,) was a 
task involving labor, trouble aud the 
exercise Of much patience. 

As the main point of the work was 
to determine the proportions of phos- 
phate of lime, that might become 
6vluble in what is termed “‘soil-water,”’ 
it became necessary to determine in 
the first place, what was the most an- 
alagous, fairest and best artificial sol- 
vent that could be used to represent 
this natural ‘‘soil-water” in the labora- 
U iTV. 

_ Preliminary and cotemporary inyes- 
tigatiors aud experiments were accord- 
ingly made to determine this point. 
Without detailing these, I may sim- 
jay state, as a resu't of these investi- 
gations, that 4 solution of “ammoniuia 
citrate,” containing about 25 per cent 
oi the dry salt, was determined to be 
the best suited for the purpose,

—Macon Telegraph, 30th: On yester- 
day evening, the city was startled by 
the repori that a mar and two mules 
had been struck by lightning and kiiled 
near the Macon and Brunswick railroad 
depot. There had been a slight local 
rain during the afternoon, accompanied 
with some severe lightning and heavy 
claps of thunder. On reaching the 
scene we found the reportin a great 
measure verified. Out near the depot, 
in a portion of the city known as Tybee, 
and inhabited mostly by negroes, was 
the seene of the cccurrence. It was 
found that the lightning and struck a 
negro man by the name of John Frank 
lin, andtwomules. Atthe time of the 
flash John Franklin was driving a dray 
of the Macon and Bruaswich railroad, 
and had just started to the swamp 
to procure a load of wood. The 
rain was falling gently, but not 
enough to prevent work, Allin an 
instant, while he was standing on the 
dray, the tlash came and strock the un- 
fortunate man and killing the two 
mulesinstantly. From an eve witness 
who happened to be looking just at the 
instant and not fifty yards distaut, we 
learn that Franklin, when struck, f2!! 
headiong trom the dray, striking the 
ground on the right side of the vehicle, 
his head striking first. The mules 
droppea in their tracks, falling outward 
with their feet and noses together. 
There are some peculiar circumstances 
connected with the occurrence which 
are quite remarkable. Tbe place where 
the team was struck was in the middle 
of a narrow street, with nouses on each 
side, some tifteen or twentv feet higher 
than the heqe of the driver. The 
mules were mbving at the time, con~ 
firming the theory that moving bodies 
are more apt to be struck than station: 
ary ones. The man was stricken down 
and the ofales killed brt the 
drayv was absolutely aninjur- 
ed. The cro@Z® of the negro mans 
hat was torn to pieces, especially 80 on 
the right-baud side as worn. The right 
leg of his pantaloons was shredded and 
the whole front of the shoe on his right 
foot was completely torn away and the 
shoe itself taken off his toot. The mules 
showed no marks of the elec'ric fluid. 
At last accounts the man was :(i\lalive, 
but writhing with agony and groaning 
invessantly. Thescene was v sited by 
upward of twelve hundred persons dur- 
ing the afternoon. A solem'i'y at the 
sudden visitation seemed to be on all.

Abraham, and were valued at 3400.
